Nation’s Welfare Rests 
on Cooperation, He 
Says in Speech. 


COMPARES COUNTRY 
TO GREAT FAMILY 


Coolidge Attends Dedication 
of Stone of New Mexico 
in the Monument. 


A cold rain and biting wind that 
swept across the broad knoll from 
which the Washington Monument 
rises, yesterday failed to prevent Presi- 
dent Coolidge from taking part in the 
dedication of New Mexico’s memorial 
stone to George Washington, imbedded 
with those of 46 sister States in the 
walls of the giant shaft. 

In an address which traced the his- 
tory of the “Sunshine State” from its 
break with Mexico through admission 
to the Union, he declared the stone a 
token of the bond which binds together 
“our 48 Commonwealths.” 

“We must guard zealously against 
sectional antagonisms,” the President 
warned. “The integrity of every State 
must be preserved and her prosperity 
considered, but each community and sec- 
tlon must not fail to remember that 
the welfare of the Nation as a whole 
depends upon cooperation and mutual 
helpfulness.” 

He declarcd the Union of States “like 
a family,” each member of which has 
its own distinctive characteristics and 
individuality. 

Rights of States Stressed. 

“While each must maintain its own 
peculiar functions and sovereignty,” he 
said, “each must observe the rights of 
the others to the extent that each has 
consented to abide ky the general char- 
ter under which we exist.” 

Barely 100 persons braved the incleim- 
ent weather to attend the exercis+s, 
which were held under a canopy on the 
south side of the monument. Mrs. 
William H. Pope, representing Gov, KR. 
Cc. Dillon, of New Mexico, presented the 
stone, which was accepted by the Pres- 
ident. The tablet was unveiled by Miss 
Emma Lee Bratton, daughter of Senato1 
Sam G. Bratton, of New Mexico. 

Senator LCratton, in a brief address, 
sounded the “State’s -ights” note. “The 
resent tendency toward centralization 
of power is one of the gravest ques- 
tions confronting the Nation, and 
should command the serious thought 
of citizens everywhere,” he said. 

There were addresses by Mrs. Alfred 
Brosseau, president ge -ral of the D.A. 
R., and Representative John Morrow, 
of New Mexico. Invccation was pro- 
nounced by Mrs. Rkett Goode, past

Fellow citizens: 

The service we have gathered to 
perform this afternoon is of deep sig- 
nificance.

It presents not 
only the tribute of the ‘Sunshine 
State’ to Washington but is a token of 
the part she has in the unity binding 
together our 48 Commonwealths. 

Reared by worshipful and grateful 
people, this rugged shaft stands as a 
visible and concrete expression of our 
reverence. Washington ha; his most 
impressive memorial in the Nation he 
brought into being. This massive ‘pile 
will sooner crumble and pass away 
than the fame of him whose name it 
bears. But its symbolism is very real.

Doty Is Released, Praised, 
Told He Deserved Death 


Grim Colonel of Foreign Legion Gives American His 
Freedom .as Comrades, Calling Him “Lucky Devil,” 
March Off for More Fighting. 


Sidi Bel Abbes, Algeria, Dec. 2 (A.P.). 
Bennett J. Doty, of Biloxi, Miss., was 
released today from the Foreign Legion 
after winning honors and nearly facing 
a firing squad during his services with 
the famous organization. 

Doty’s discharge frees him after serv- 
ing only 30 months of a five-year en- 
listment. Old-timers, hardened by years 
of service, stood aghast at the Ameri- 
can’s luck in winning freedom after 
court-martial for desertion in Syria and 
pardon after serving part of an eight- 
year sentence for the military crime. 
Col. Rollet, commander at the legion 
headquarters here, informed Doty only 
yesterday that his discharge had ar- 
rived. Doty had made no personal re- 
quest for his release. When he was 
discharged from prison he said he ex- 
pected to go to Morocco and see some 
more fighting. 

The detachment of which Doty was a 
member filed past the gates of the 
fortress here on the way to the middle 
Atlas region just as Doty was obtaining 
his release papers. 

“Lucky devil,” shouted his comrades. 
When Doty was called into the 
colonel’s office the bronzed and 
whiskered veteran told the American 
boy “Clare (Doty enlisted under the 


name of Gilbert Clare) you are a free 
man.” Doty, standing at attention, re- 
plied “Oui, mon colonel.” 

The coloncl, keeping Doty at at- 
tention, added: “But you are an ex- 
tremely lucky man. You should, ac- 
cording to military law, have been 
executed in Syria.” | 

Doty’s eyes never wavered. 
mon colonel,” he replied. 

The colonel reviewed Doty’s career 
in the legion, praised him for his two 
mentions in orders for gallant conduct 
in battle against the Druses rebels, 
called him one of the finest soldiers 
he ever had seen, but always reverted 
to his favorite theme: “You should 
have had twelve bullets in your breast,” 

Doty’s only reply was a monotonous 
steady “Oui, mon colonel.” 

Then the hard-boijled colonel, who 
had risen from the rank of corporal 
after 25 years’ service with the legion 
in Africa and Asia, rose, shook hands 
with the American boy, and said: 
“Clare, good-by, and I wish you luck.” 

“Don’t think that I am going to 
burst out crying and start vituperat- 
ing against the legion,” Doty told an

FOREIGN EXCHANGE IS UP 


New York, Dec. 2 (A.P.).—Today was 
railroad day on the New York Stock 
Exchange. Excited bidding for a dozen 
or more stocks of carrier systems, along 
with a few leading industrials, was 
largely responsible in bringing about 
the third 3,000,000-share day of the 
year and the sixth in the history of the 
exchange. The ticker ran 15 to 20 min- 
utes behind the market in recording 
the transactions. 

Nearly two.seore-.new. bigh record 
prices were established and gains, in 
many instances ran from 5 to nearly 16 
points. There was considerable selling 
at the same time, however, and net 
losses of 1 to 7 points were well scat- 
tered through the list. 

Responding to unconfirmed reports, 
later denied, of a plan to segregate 
nontransportation properties, Canadian 
Pacific soared more than $15 a share to 
$219, a new record. Soo Line, common 
and preferred, Chesapeake & Ohio, Dela- 
ware & Hudson, Southern Railway and 
Gulf, Mobile & Northern also were bid 
up $4 to $8 a share. 

New high records also were numerous 
among quotations for foreign exchange. 
Sterling cables reached $4.88 44, followed 
by Beligian belgas, 13.9714 cents; Dan- 
ish kroner, 26.82 cents; Swedish kroner, 
27 cents, and Indian rupees, 36.75 
cents. 

Coincident with this advance in ex- 
change rates the export of gold from 
the New York market continued. Three 
banking firms were involved in the 
shipment of $6,100,000 to Argentina. 
Louis Dreyfus & Co., who have made 
several shipments previously, sent $3,- 
000,000 of the total. 
Bank consigned $2,500,000 to.a custo- 
mer in Puenos Aires, and the Sea- 
board National Bank completed ar- 
rangements to transfer $600,000 to the 
Latin-American city.

Will Address Pan-American 
Meeting at Havana, White 
House Announces. 


STAY WILL BE CURTAILED 


(Associated Press.) 

President Coolidge has decided to go 
to Havana in January to address the 
sixth Pan-American congress. Although 
it had been expected for some time that 
he would make the trip, definite an- 
nouncement of his intentions was not 
made at the White House until yester- 
day. 

Unless his plans are upset by some 
unforeseen development, the President 
will travel by rail to Key West, Fla., 
and there will board an American war- 
ship for Cuba. He is expected to return 
by the same route. 

Although the date Mr. Coolidge plans 
to arrive in the Cuban capital was not 
disclosed, it is probable that he will be 
there for the opening session of the 
congress January 16. Present plans are 
to have Secretary Kellogg, possibly 
Secretary Wilbur and at least some of 
the members of the American delega- 
tion to the congress accompany him 
Mrs. Coolidge also is expected to make 
the trip. 

It was said at the White House that 
the President might not spend more 
than 24 hours in Havana. He is ex- 
pected to arrive there the afternoon of 
the day before he addresses the con- 
gress, and to start on his return to the 
United States late in the day of his 
speech or the next morning. The fact 
that Congress will be in session at the 
time, and the demands of the White 
House social season, it was said, have 
prompted the President in his decision 
to make a hurried trip.

Thompson’s telegram inferred that 
use of Federal troops was necessary, 
though it was not known here whether 
he had been picked up by Federals 
after being released or forcibly rescued 
by the soldiers.

Footprints Also Found 
Near Murder Scene, 
Says Witness. 


BEACH ALIBI GIVEN 
SUPPORT BY OTHERS 


Doctor’s Widow and Wife of 
Beach in Affectionate 
Pose in Court. 


Mays Landing, N. J., Dec. 2 (A.P.).— 
Margaret Lilliendahl and Willis Beach, 
who for four days were pictured 
through prosecuticn witnesses as the 
murderers of the woman’s aged hus- 
band, were presented to the jury to- 
day in the light of innocent and in- 
jured persons entirely unconnected 
with the crime. 

Opening addresses for the defense 
were delivered when court opened and 
during the rest of the day the bulk of 
the defense testimony was presented, 
although the dramatic moment was not 
reached when the defendants them- 
selves are to take th: stand to tell their 
own stories. 

Today’s testimony was to the effect 
that Beach was nowhere near the scene 
of the crime when Dr. A. William Lil- 
liendahl was shot to death, that two 
negroes were there and fled as if pur- 
sued by the shadow of death itself, 
and that there was no motive for the 
defendants to have committed the 
crime. 

Beach was supposed to present his 
witnesses first and then Mrs. Lillien- 
dahl’s were to go on, but so many of 
the men, women and children called 
to the stand were witnesses for both 
defendants that it was décided to let 
both defense attcrneys question any 
one, in order to save time. 

The alibi for Beach was built up 
from testimony of almost a score of 
witnesses. He was seen driving near his 
home in the early morning of the day 
of the crime by two women and a man 
At 10:30 o’clock he was said to have 
been in his own home by his son, Ray, 
and Ray’s wife said her father-in-law 
stayed right there until lunch at noon. 

The three had lunch together, and at 
12:30 Willis Beach drove away in his 
car. This was corroborated by a car- 
penter who was doing some work 
around the Beach home. At 1:15 three 
witnesses testified that he arrived at 


factory in Hammonton, and testimony 
followed that from then until after 
4 o’clock he was with one of these 
three. Previous testimony had placed 
him back at his home village of Vine- 
land about 6.. 

The killing took place shortly after 
noon on a lonely lane off the Atsion 
road, a position he could not possibly 
have reached if the testimony of all 
the alibi witnesses was correct. 

This was the most important part of 
Beach’s defense. In Mrs. Lilliendahl’s 
case the greatest stress was laid on 
corroboration of her story that her hus- 
band was killed by two negroes who 
jumped on the running board of the

Importance of Committees Recognized. 


“The undersigned progressive sena- 
tors desire to bring to your attention 
their attitude upon the question of or- 
ganizing the, Senate,” the letter read.

“The result of the 1926 elections has 
placed upon us a responsibility to our 
constituents which we must discharge.

Breaking His Silence on 
Prohibition, He An- 
Swers Women. 


ENFORCEMENT OF ALL, 
HIS PERSONAL STAND 


Oath of Office Is No Promise 
Not to Oppose Objection- 
able Statute. 


Albany, N. Y., Dec. 2 (A.P.).—For the 
first time since he has been promi- 
nently mentioned as a Democratic 
presidential possibility, Gov. Alfred E, 
Smith of New York State tonight broke 
his silence on the prohibition question 
by declaring that while he stands for 
enforcement of all laws, he sees no rea- 
son why any group of voters should not 
oppose the Federal prohibition statutes, 

The governor’s declaration, made at 
th> annual convention dinner of the 
New York State League of Women Vot- 
ers, was in answer to a resolution 
adopted by the Nassau County branch 
of the league condemning organized op- 
position to the eighteenth amendment 
and the Volstead act and urging “Tre- 
spect for and obedience to law.” 


‘“What’s Wrong?” He Asks, 


“What’s wrong about that?” asked 
the governor after he had read the sece- 
tion of the resolution referring to ore 
ganization of a group to oppose the 
prohibition laws. “Is there any r-ason 
why the opposition should not organ- 
ize? Is there any question about the 
solidity, force and effectiveness of the 
forces on the other side\of the question 
when by their own announcement 
they will require close to $%5,000,- 
000 for the operation of their organiza- 
tion in the next five years? 

“It is the right of our people to or= 
ganize to oppose any law and any part 
of the Constitution with which they 
are not in sympathy. I have taken an 
oath of office as assemblyman, as shere 
iff of New York County and four times 
as governor, to sustain the constitution 
of the State of New York, and yet there 
are parts of it I hate. I have prom- 
ised to sustain it, but I have not prom- 
ised to give up any right to oppose any 
part of it I don’t like.” 

Glancing down at the copy of the 
Nassau County League’s resolution, the — 
governor then quoted: 

“Respect for and obedience to law 
is vital for the preservation of any 
form of government.” : 

With characteristic Smith explosives 
ness, the governor broke in with his 
own comment: 


Nullification. 


“This is so fundamental that nobody 
differs with it. Any well-organized 
government must rest upon that prin- 
ciple.” : 

Quoting again from the resolution, 
Gov. Smith went on: 

“And nullification is being preached 
by those in authority.” 

“I would like the specifications of . 
that,” he continued. “It’s news to mé, 
1 have no record of public expression 
by any one in this State who has 
preached a doctrine of nullification of 
the Constitution. Certainly I never 
preached it—I took directly the oppo- 
site view.” 

The governor then recalled that in 
the fall of 1923 he had attended, with 
the governors of several other States, 
a conference at Washington called by - 
President Coolidge to discuss law en« 
forcement. 

Was One of Only Two. 


“We had a perfectly delightful time; 
a luncheon at the White House with 
fine Maryland chicken and all the 
trimmings,” he said. “All the differe 
ent governor of the States made 
speeches—oh, how vigorous they were 
for law enforcement—but they were all 
made for the record, for the folks back 
home. J 
“The suggestion was made that each 
executive call all his law enforcement 
officers to his capital and warn them 
that the eighteenth amendment and the 
Volstead act were a part of the law 
and that it was their sacred obligation 
to enforce them. We left Washington, 
I came back here and filled the asseme 
bly chamber with law-enforcement offie 
cers, and carried out exactly the sen< 
timent of the Washington conference, 
Six months later I learned, to my sure 
prise, that I was only one of two gove- 
ernors who carried out the resolution.”

Indorsement of the special committee 
appointed by the Dfstrict Commission- 
ers in their work of paving the way 
for an extension of the water system 
for the National Capital was given yes- 
terday at a meeting of the water sup- 
ply committee of the Board of Trade. 

The committee :lso approved the two- 
year program of the Commissioners for 
installing larger water mains. On mo- 
tion the attitude of the committee was 
reaffirmed in that the Federal Govern- 
ment be requested to pay an equitable 
sum for the cost of water and fire pro- 
tection to the Government departments. 


David M. Lee. a member of the board 
of directors and a member of the spe- 
cial committee appointed by the Com- 
missioners to study the high-pressure 
Systems in other cities, said that the 
present program was the culmination 
of a 25-year fight of the Board of Trade 
for adequate fire protection for the Na- 
tional Capital. He paid tribute to the 
downtown fire apparatus, saying it was 
the finest in any city, having seven 
Seagrave engines, capable of throwing 
a stream of 1,200 gallons a minute, and 
the LaFrance apparatus with a capacity 
of 1,000 gallons a minute. With suffi- 
cient water resulting from the larger 
mains, he said, there is little likelihood 
of a fire getting beyond control. Lea 
said the cost of the new system would 
not saddle an additional cent on the 
taxpayers, and he felt sure it would get 
the approval of the director of the 
budget in the appropriations for the 
water department. 

The report of the committee will be 
submitted to the monthly meeting of 
the full board at the Willard Hotel 
December 12.

Heart Attack Fatal to Man 
Who Had “Covered” Con- 
gress Since 1891. 


HAD BEEN IN ILL HEALTH 
FOR SEVERAL MONTHS 


Widely Known Writer Was 
Associated With Many Na- 
tional Events and Figures. 


Frank Insco Whitel.ead, veteran Cap- 
itol reporter of The Washington Post, 
died at noon yesterday. His death was 
caused by,a heart attack while he was 
in the home of his friend and physcian, 
Dr. John Wharton, 4416 Forty-ninth 
street northwest. 

Mr. Whitehead was 70 years old, and 
was one of that l'ttle coterie of cor- 
respondents who began covering the 
Capitol before the “turn of the cen- 
tury.” He had been writing congres- 
sional news since 1891, and had recorded 


a tremendous amount of political his- 
tory. 

For several months Mr. Whitehead 
had been ill and had been making his 
home with Dr. Wharton. Thursday 
night he and Dr. Wharton played 
rummy, a favorite game of theirs. When 
he got up yesterday morning Mr. White- 
head declared that he was “feeling fine.” 
He said he hoped to return to the Cap- 
itol at the opening session Monday, 
and he expressed the belief that he 


would put in a good year’s work under 
the big dome. 


Found Dead in Bathroom. 


A little later, however, he went back 
to bed, evidently in a weakened condi- 
tion. When a maid asked him if he 
would have breakfast, he replied that 
he would, and then went to the bath- 
room. After watiing for him to re- 
appear, the maid went to the bathroom, 
opened the door, and found his body 
on the floor. She then notified a neigh- 
bor, who in turn got in touch with Df. 
Wharton. The latter pronounced Mr. 
Whitehead dead at 12:30 o’clock, and 
said that he evidently had passed away 
about a half hour before. 

The body was removed to Hysong’s 
undertaking establishment. Funeral 
arrangements were held up pending 
the arrival of Mr. Whitehead’s daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Robert Pegoix, of New York. 

Mr. Whitehead was born in Hamilton, 
Ohio. in 1857. After completing his 
education, he started to work on the 
Hamilton Daily News. Later he went 
to work for the Cincinnati Inquirer, 


and was assigned to cover suburban 
news. 


Covered National Conventions. 


He came to Washington in 1891, and 
began to cover the Capitol. At the same 
time, he was writing political news of 
all varieties. In 1896, he covered the 
thrilling Democratic national conven- 
tion in Chicago, and sent out the story 
of William Jennings Bryan’s famous 
“Cross of Gold” speech, a speech which 
resulted in Bryan’s nomination. 

At this time, Mr. Whitehead was 
working for the old United Press, which 
went out of existence April 8, 1897. It 
was then that he became associated 
with The Washington Pos. 

Richard V. Oulahan, chief of the 
Washington bureau of the New York 
Times, and dean of the Washington 
correspondents, declared last night that 
Mr. Whitehéad enjoyed the friendship 
and confidence of a remarkably large 
humber of public men. This, Mr. 
Oulahan said, stood him in good stead 
in his work of gathering news, es- 
pecially when it had to do with execu- 
tive sessions of the houses of Con- 
gress. 

Mr. Whitehead was a close friend of 
many of the journalistic giants that 
occupied the Capitol press galleries 25 
or 30 years ago, including Gen. H. B. F. 
Macfarland, who represented the Bos- 
ton Herald and the Philadelphia Rec- 
ord and who later became District 
Commissioner; Herbert Preston, of the 
New York Herald, father of James D. 
Preston, superintendent of the Senate 
press gallery; Frank A. Richardson, of 
the Baltimore Sun; Robert J. Wynne, of 
the old New York Press, who became 
Postmaster General, and a host of 
others. 

Mr. Whitehead’s wife, who was Miss 
Maud Badgley, of Oxford, Ohio, died 
about a year ago, and Mr. Whitehead 
had been in failing health from that 
time on. Last February he suffered 
two severe heart attacks. Recently 
Mr. Whitehead and Dr. Wharton went 
to Europe and toured the Scandinavian 
countries, and on their return it 
seemed that Mr. Whitehead had been 
greatly benefited. Thus, his sudden 
death yesterday was more or less of a 
shock to his friends. 

Besides his daughter, Mrs. Pegoix, 
Mr. Whitehead is survived by two sis- 
ters, Mrs. L. P. Calfee, of 1103 Park 
road northwest, this city; Mrs. W. H. 
Bancroft, of Mobile, Ala., and two 
brothers, W. E. Whitehead, of Middle- 
town, Ohio, and E. W. Whitehead, of 
Chicago.

Stringent Law Sought. 


Law enforcement legislation was 
taken up by the conference yesterday, 
and it was decided to make a fight for 
more stringent penalties for prohibi- 
tion law violators. 

Following the reelection of its pres- 
ent officers for the following year, the 
conference held memorial services for 
the late Wayne B. Wheeler, of the 
Antisaloon League, Dr. Francis E. Clark, 
former head of the Christian Endeavor, 
and Dr. Charles A. Scanlon. 

At the close of the conference, of- 
ficers declared that there is now a won- 
derful spirit of unity between the Na- 
tion’s dry organizations, which for 
many years was lacking, and that they 
are getting ready for such a combined 
effort that there can be no question as 
to the preponderant strength of the dry 
movement.

Shows Movies of Hazardous 
Journey to National Geo- 
graphic Members. 


Motion pictures of an adventurous 
journey. through hitherto unexplored 
regions of Central Asia were shown be- 
fore approximately 3,000 members of 
the National Geographic Society at the 
Washington Auditorium last night 
when William L. Clark, partner of the 
Morden-Clark expedition, gave an il- 
lustrated lecture of the explorers’ ex- 
periences. in quest of the ovis poli, 
ibex, gazelle and other rare animals 
for the American 
History, in New York. 

The expedition climbed to heights of 
16,000 feet in crossing the Pamir re- 
gion, on obscure trails never before 
used by white men. Excellent speci- 
mens of the rare beasts sought were 
brought back, and the pictures last 
night showed small herds racing from 
the camera’s eye, along rocky mountain 
ledges. 

Morden and Clark entered Asia at 
Bombay and emerged at Peking, after 
enduring months of hardship. Nearing 
the end of their journey, their cara- 
van was attacked by fierce Mongol ban- 
dits and the explorers were saved from 
death only by intervention of friendly 
Russians.

ILL-ASSORTED COUPLE 
SEEN AT EARLY HOUR 


Police Fear Complications as 
Householders Start Own 
Search for Burglar. 


A fearless, unarmed corps of vigi- 
lantes, numbering more than 250 men, 
patrolled the highways and byways of 
Cleveland Park until an early hour yes- 
terday morning in search for the no- 
torious prowler of the Northwest and 
their first night’s efforts resulted in the 
uncovering of a clew that leads police 
to ask, “Does ‘The Cat’ burglar use the 
protection of a woman’s skirts to elude 
capture?” 

Several hours after midnight yester- 
day, one of the vigilantes was ap- 
proached on Macomb street near Wis- 
consin avenue by a pasty-faced man 
and his “woman” companion, who 
asked, “Did you hear the shooting over 
on Wisconsin avenue?” 

The vigilante had heard no shooting 
and the couple passed on, but not 
without first having aroused the sus- 
picions of the citizen policeman. 

There was something about that 
“woman’s” voice that smacked of a 
disguised bass. It was a resonant fal- 
setto that needed oiling. But the citi- 
zen “copper” was a slow thinker, or 
maybe he was tired from his all-night 
vigil. Anyway, the couple had van- 
ished before he communicated his sus- 
picions to his fellow vigilantes, and a 
thorough search of the neighborhood 
failed to locate the man believed to 


have been “The Cat” and his “woman” 
companion. 


Publicity Is Deplored. 


Robert B. Pattersoym 
Cleveland Park Scho 
Association and moving spirit of the 
vigilantes, said last night there are 
2,000 residents in Cleveland Park who 
are willing to. suffer sleepless nights 
and “pay all expenses” to get a chance 
at catching “The Cat.” 

Mr. Patterson also believes publicity 
given the ‘“Cat’s” operations by local 
newspapers has made the burden of 
catching the “Cat” doubly hard. It is 
difficult enough for’ the police to catch 
@® Ione marauder, Mr. Patterson said, 
but, “the extensive publicity given the 
matter simply invites crooks § and 
desperados to our section, where it is 
apparent to them that they may work 
without being molested.” 

The vigilantes are Out to get the 
“Cat” dead or alive and refuse to dis- 
cuss the methods they are employing to 
carry out their purpose. However, it 
was learned that Maj. Edwin B. Hesse. 
chief of police, has detailed one police- 
man to each group of vigilantes in 
order to protect the vigilantes, who are 
unarmed, from the “Cat” in case they 
come in contact with him. 

Police Fear Complications, 


Maj. Hesse and other police officials 
have frowned on the idea of citizens 
organizing to get the “Cat” for two 
reasons. First, the vigilantes, most of 
them wealthy and influential citizens. 
might be mistaken for the “Cat” in 
their prowlings by the policemen on 
patrol, and, secondly, they might start 
shogting each other in the heat of ex- 
citement. 

“It’s bad enough to have the ‘Cat’ 
going around robbing homes without 
having policemen shooting innocent 
citizens or of having innocent citizens 
shooting each other,’’ Maj. Hesse has 
said. 

Mr. Patterson said the _ vigilantes 
would continue their patrol until the 
“Cat” and other prowlers who are be- 
lieved to be operating in this section 
of the city have been captured, — or 
frightened away. 

They will spurn automobiles and 
confine their operations either to pa- 
trols or to “plants” near the homes of 
residents in the area the “Cat” is ex- 
pected to visit.

FLOOD JURISDICTION 
DEBATED AT MEETING 


House Group Discusses Mat- 
ter Prior to Drafting 
Protection Bill. 


(Associated Press.) 


The question of Federal jurisdiction 
over flood problems was raised by the 
House flood control committee as a 
group for the first time yesterday at 
a conference with Alfred A. Wheat, spe- 
cial assistant to Attorney Generai Sar- 
gent, which was called to obtain legal 
advice preliminary to drafting a bill 
to protect the Mississippi Valley from 
overflows. 

The conference followed closely an 
announcement that the Army engi- 
neers’ plan for control of the Missis- 
sippi probably will reach Secretary 
Davis of the War Department today 
for transmission to Congress at the 
opening session Monday. Maj. Gen 
Jadwin, chief of the Army engineers, 
has disclosed a general outline of the 
plan in addresses, with indications that 
it will weave together aspects of flood 
control work, such as construction of 
spillways, reservoirs and bypasses. 

Such extensive projects are expected 
to precipitate a discussion of Federal 
jurisdiction as against States rights 
Chairman Reid, of the committee, re- 
quested Mr. Wheat to submit a memo- 
randum citing legal precedents and au- 
thorities on the issue. Members of the 
committee yesterday questioned Mr. 
Wheat briefly, and they will go into 
more detail in written questions.

Federal Government’s Aid. 


The Federal Government has done 
and will do more, to aid in the 
development of this extensive domain. 
She has given 12,000,000 acres of land 
for schools and other public purposes, 
and established 7 national forests, to- 
taling more than 8,000,000 acres, valued 
at $42,600,000. Agriculturists are al- 
most wholly dependent on irrigation, 
and the Government works of that 
character, including the big dam at 
Elephant Butte, are said to be worth 
more than $12,000,000 a year to these 
people. It is estimated that the waters 
of the Rio Grande and the Rio Pecos, 
when properly controlled, will be suffi- 
cient to irrigate 3,000,000 acres. New 
Mexcio is interested primarily in raising 
live stock, the condition of which has 
improved greatly in the last few years. 
In 1921 she had 2,200,000 head of sheep, 
valued at $13,000,000. Today the num- 
ber is greater by 300,000, while the value 
has risen to $22,000,000. In 1922 there 
were 1,200,000 head of cattle valued at 
$31,000,000. There has been no in- 
crease in the number, but the value has 
gone up to $37,000,000, a gain of some 
20 per cent. In addition to the im- 
mensely valuable timber above ground, 
there are rich mineral resources be- 
neath the soil—gold, silver, copper, 
lead, zinc and an abundance of coal. 
Manufacturing has not been developed 
to any great extent, but the possibilities 
along this line, when cheap water power 
is secured, are very great. 


State Faces Opportunities. 


The scenic wonders and the unusual 
healthfulness of the climate are not as 
widely appreciated as they ‘deserve. 
Most of the State is a lofty plateau with 
an elevation of 3,000 feet and over, and 
there are seven peaks ranging from 
12,000 to 14,000 feet. Some one has 
called it a “Land of High Colors and 
High Places,” and it has every right to 
be known as the “Land of Sunshine.” 
Records show a yearly average of about 
200 totally clear days, and seldom are 
there more than 50 days when the sun 
does not shine at all. One of the larger 
hospitals of the Federal Veterans’ Bu- 
reau has been established at Fort Bay- 
ard. The United States Public Health 
Service operates a sanitarium at Fort 
Stanton. More and more this attractive 
region is being visited by those in 
search of health and recreation. In- 
evitably, these sojourners will broadcast 
word of the commercial and agricul- 
tural opportunities to be found there. 
The State will expand in population, in- 
dustries, and wealth, illustrating her 
motto chiseled into her stone: “Crescit 
Eundo,” which, being translated, means, 
“It grows as it goes.”

Bernstorff Utters Appeal. 


Geneva, Dec. 2 (A.P.).—Germany to- 
day made what was widely interpreted 
as a delicate move for revision of the 
Versailles treaty. This was the con- 
clusion drawn from an address by 
Count von Bernstorff, former German 
Ambassador to the United States and 
now German representative at the pre- 
paratory disarmament conference be- 
fore the security committee. 

Real international security which 
will reduce the possibility of conflicts 
between nations implies the fixation of 
frontiers which all countries can ac- 
cept was the opinion voiced in German 
nonofficial circles tonight following 
upon Count von Bernstorff’s declara- 
tion that article 19 should be given 
importance by the security committee 
in the proposed study of the League 
of Nations covenant. 

This is the article which says that 
the league assembly may advise recon- 
sideration of treaties which become in- 
applicable. The German delegates’ in- 
sistence on the inclusion of this article 
was generally felt to point toward the 
Treaty of Versailles. Perceiving the 
commotion caused by the statement of 
Count von Bernstorff, the Germans 
made efforts tonight to minimize its 
importance, saying that it would be a 
mistake to deduce that Germany 
thereby intentionally had launched a 
campaign to revamp the treaty. 


Interested in Other Pacts. 


It was stated that Germany is inter- 
ested in the possible revision of all 
treaties which are found inapplicable 
and the discontinuance of interna- 
tional conditions which, unchanged, 
might endanger peace. It was further 
remarked that if Germany really had 
any intention of making such a move, 
it would be Foreign Minister Strese- 
mann himself who would do it. 

Despite this, however, the impression 
continues strong that Count Von Bern- 
storff wished to fix the importance of 
the revision article firmly in the mind 
of the committee when it comes to 
studying how certain other articles more 
immediately linked with the problem of 
security can best be interpreted and 
best observed in order that genuine se- 
curity may be created as the basis of 
Cisarmament. 

The opinion held by the so-called 
allied powérs is that security is best 
guaranteed by recognizing as “sacred”’ 
all existing treaties. 

After mapping out an extensive pro- 
gram for preliminary examination ty 
its experts, the security committee ad- 
journed at the call of \ne chairman, 
and it probably will mee® again in Feb- 
ruary. 

Another meeting of the Preparotory 
Disarmament Commission, which is 
tackling the direct problem of reduc- 
tion in armaments and is arranging 
for an international conference, will 
be held tomorrow. 

Hugh R. Wilson, American Minister 
to Switzerland and American represent- 
ative at the preparatory disarmament 
conference, wrote to President Loudon 
today that the United States regret- 
ted that it is not in a position to send 
an observer to the security committee 
and must adhere to its original deci- 
sion that it is unable to cooperate in 
the labors of this body. 


President Is Not Certain 
Of Russian Arms Plans 


(Associated Press.)_ 

President Coolidge has given little 
attention to Soviet Russian proposals 
made at Geneva for complete world dis- 
arament. He was said at the White 
House yesterday to be uncertain as to 
whether the proposal was intended to 
apply throughout the world or only to 
European nations. 

If intended for world-wide applica- 
tion, the Presid assumes that only 
American naval strength could be in- 
volved in such a plan as the American 
Army is already reduced, so far as the 
regular service is concerned, to the rela- 
tive nature of a police force.

LESO THAN 30,000 A MILE 


Greatly Needed for Advance- 
ment of Agriculture of Coun- 
try, Highway Board Told. 


COMMITTEE IS ELECTED 


A complete system of low-cost roads 
may be constructed throughout the 
United States for less than $5,000 a 
mile, members of the Highway Research 
Board were told in a committee re- 
port at the closing session of their 
seventh annual meeting yesterday in 
the National Academy of Sciences 
Building. 

Such a system of highways Is greatly 
needed for. the economic and _ £ “social 
progress of agriculture, according to 
the report. Through the uplift of agri- 
culture the whole: Natfon would be 
benefited, it was said 

The committee was entitled “The 
Low Cost Road Investigating Commit- 
tee.” The report wes delivered by C. N. 
Conner, chairman. Mr. Conner said: 

“The Nation has approximately 
2,000,000 miles of highway which may 
be classed as of secondary importance. 
It is not economically possible to pave 
these highways. A progressive type of 
highway may be constructed at mod- 
erate cost which will meet the demands 
of traffic on these routes, and this 
construction should be carried out as 
fast as economic conditions will per- 
mit.”

SENATOR REED THEN AND NOW. 


It is expected that the fight to prevent Will- 
fam S. Vare and Frank L. Smith from taking 
the oath of office as senators will be led by 
Senator Reed, of Missouri. The Democratic 
leader seems to be determined to bar the two 
men at the door of the Senate. He is the cham- 
pion of the Senate’s right to “judge the quali- 
fications of its members,” even to the point of 
overruling the States. It is said to be Senator 
Reed’s contention at present that the Senate 
may suspend a valid certificate of election; 
that the right of each State to two representa- 
tives in the Senate is subject to the Senate’s 
approval of those representatives; and that 
senators already seated may deny the oath to 
others, pending inquiry into qualifications in- 
vented by the Senate, and not mentioned in the 
Constitution. 

This was not always the position of Senator 
Reed. According to the Congressional Record, 
the Missouri senator is now in direct disagree- 
ment with the position he has taken previously 
when similar issues were involved. On Novem- 
ber 18, 1918, the right of Senator George H. 
Moses, of New Hampshire, to take the oath was 
questioned by Senator Pomerene, of Ohio. 
When Mr. Moses was waiting to be sworn in, 
Mr. Pomerene moved that the credentials be re- 
ferred to the committee on privileges and 
elections. Senator Reed, of Missouri, said: 


It is not, as I understand, the custom of 
Congress, when a man presents himself in 
either house with a certificate in proper 
form, to deny him his seat pending the 
contest. If, then, we were to refer this 
matter to the committee what is to be 
gained by it? The certificate is in proper 
form; that is admitted. Do we propose to 
keep this man from his seat while the 
committee on privileges and elections in- 
stitutes an inquiry as to whether or not an 
election contest ought to be started, and 
then keep him from his seat during all the 
contest, for all the weeks or months that 
that contest might proceed? If that course 
is to be followed in this case, then it can 
be followed in all other cases. AS was so 
well said by the Senator from Alabama 
(Mr. Underwood), one-third of the Sen- 
ate might be kept from their seats and 
business of the greatest importance might 
be transacted while the representatives of 
one-third of the States of the Union were 
deprived of the opportunity to sit in this 
chamber. 

It seems to me, therefore, the better 
practice is at once to permit the swearing 
in of any man who comes here with a cer- 
tificate, the regularity of which is not 
challenged, and then, if a contest is insti- 

- tuted, let that question be tried; but in the 
meantime the State should not be deprived 
of its representation.

‘In the following year, while the Newberry 
case was under consideration, Senator Reed, of 
Missouri, was still of a different frame of mind 
from that by which he is now governed. At 
that time, in fact, he not only respected the 
validity of credentials of election but was op- 
posed to investigation of primary campaigns 
for fear of influencing elections. On February 
6, 1919, Senator Reed said in the Senate: 


After the primary in Michigan and be- °. 
fore the election, an effort was made to 
cause an investigation of the Michigan 
case. A great deal of talk and comment 
was had in the newspapers with regard to 
the large expenditure of money in that 
State. I took the position against having 
an investigation at that time because it 
seems to me that while clearly within the 
jurisdiction of the Senate under some of 
its powers, sych an investigation would 
have the inevitable effect of influencing 
the election. 

After the election was held I took the 
position and I still take the position that, 
assuming that the credentials of Mr. New- 
berry are in proper and legal form, upon 
being filed here with the Senate he is en- 
titled at any time after the 4th of 
March to take his oath of office and take 
his seat and to retain that seat until and 
unless the Senate of the United States 
upon proper proceedings shall oust him 
therefrom. 


There are numerous other quotations that 
might be made, but these, certainly, suffice to 
show that not so long ago Senator Reed, of 


Missouri, was a champion of the right of a 


State to elect two senators and to have its sen- 
ators seated, subject to any contest that might

The Treasury’s new policy, it is stated, will 
be to abandon propaganda activities altogether, 
and concentrate men and money upon enforce- 
ment pure and simple. Thepe will be no re- 
quest for additional legislation. Enforcement 
officials feel that they have the power and the 
authority to put the law into effect with the 
weapons now at their command. They intend 
to make use of them. This is encouraging 
news. There has been a surfeit of talk. Ac- 
tion may bring about more satisfactory results. 


SECRETARY HOOVER’S REPORT. 


Secretary Hoover’s report to the President 
is gratifying to the American people. The 


national economic machine, he says in sub- 
stance, is functioning smoothly and efficiently: 
prosperity, the like of which the world has 
never seen before, is prevalent, and according 
to all indications will continue; vigorous com- 
petition for foreign trade looms on the hori- 
zon, but proper effort on the part of business 
men will enable the United States to main- 
tain its share of the steadily expanding world 
commerce. There is no sound of uncertainty 
in Mr. Hoover’s report. 

The most significant phrases, however, are 
those having to do with the underlying causes 
of national prosperity. At the foundation lie 
the rich resources of the country, not taxed 
by an excessive population, and the energy, 
intelligence and industry of the producing pop- 
ulation. Inthe early days advance was largely 
attributable to the opening up of new re- 
sources, but during the last 25 years this has 
not been the case. ‘‘Extraordinary increase in 
the production of American industry,” reports 
the Secretary of Commerce, ‘‘had most to do 
with the corresponding advance in the stand- 
ards of living.’ 

These are important words. Prosperity and 
productivity are inseparably bound together. 
Just as the man who refuses to labor must 
live in hunger, so must the nation suffer that 
does not increase its productivity. Those who 
put forth utopian schemes designed to better 
the individual or group by lessening produc- 
tive labor are running up an economic blind 
alley. Only through producing more goods 
can the individual or group possess more 
wealth. 

Between 1899 and 1925, the report points 
out, the output of agricultural products in- 
creased 47 per cent, that of mining 248 per 
cent, and that of manufactures 178 per cent, 


while the volume of railway service increased | 


by 199 per cent. Meanwhile population has 
grown only 55 per cent, so that per capita out- 
put rose also by about 55 per cent. Even 
that comparison fails to measure fully the 
progress in production, since larger propor- 
tions of the country’s population in recent 
years have,.engaged in professional, mercan- 
tile and service occupations rather than pro/ 
duction. 

American utilization of machinery, of course, 
has a great deal to do with increased produc- 
tivity. By enabling the individual to labor to 
better advantage, by making it possible for 
him to produce in greater volume, the machine 
has created greater individual wealth. Through 
mechanical progress may come also greater 
personal liberation from drudgery; again, 
however, only because individual productivity 
is increased thereby. 


TWO OLD FORTS. 


Fort Washington and Fort Hunt, 20 miles 
down the Potomac from Washington and 105 
miles from the mouth of the river, are no 
longer to be maintained as harbor defense 
posts, for the reason that ‘‘money for their 
maintenance as harbor defense posts can better 
be utilized at more important stations,’’ accord- 
ing to an announcement from the War Depart- 
ment. This, however, does not mean that the 
historic old forts are made available for the 
extension of the parking system.-of the National 
Capital. They are still to be retained as sta- 
tions ‘‘for units of the mobile army,” and it is 
probable that they will be garrisoned by in- 
fantry instead of artillery. 

Although Fort Washington has been a mili- 
tary post since 1808, when a water battery was 
first located there, it was a ‘‘military post’’ of 
the Potomack Indians long before that date. 
It was there that the Indian attack upon Lord 
Calvert was so fierce as to compel that first 
representative of the British crown in Mary- 
land to seek another landing place for his set- 
tlement, He located in what is now St. Mary’s 
County, some miles down the river. 

The damage done to the enemy by the guns 
of Fort Washington, all told, during the 120 
years of its existence as one of the ‘“‘coast de- 
fenses,”’ is scarcely equal to the damage done 
to its armament by its commander, one Capt. 


Dyson, who in the War of 1812 deserted to- 


the British after having spiked the guns of the 
fort. 

Forts Washington and Hunt are most pic- 
turesque old reservations, occupying prominent 
points on opposite sides of the Potomac above 
Mount Vernon. They are useless for military 
purposes, but are natural parks of exquisite 
beauty. They should be turned over to the Na- 
tional Capital Park and Planning Commission, 
to be incorporated into the park system sur- 
rounding this Capital. Their ancient ramparts 
and obsolete guns should be kept intact, a 
memorials of the past. ? 


BRITISH TRADE UNIONS. 


Labor in Britain is so highly unionized that 
any falling away from a previous standard at 
once attracts attention and provokes inquiry. 
One is, therefore, interested to find from the 
provisional statistics of trade unions in Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland for 1926, re- 
cently published in the Ministry of Labour 
Gazette, that the total membership at the end 
of 1926 was 5,208,000, as against 5,497,000 at 
the end of 1925, or a reduction of 289,000. 
One notes also that at the end of 1926*there 
were known to be in existence 1,129 trade 
unions compared with 1,144 at the end of 
1925; that, during the year 1926, 30 trade 
unions were dissolved, 12 were amalgamated 
with other trade unions, and 27 new ones were 
formed. ue 

The British trade unions are, it appears, 
classified into 33 groups, and of these groups, 
24 show a decrease of membership, and 9 
show an increase. The largest actual decreases 


were in m 
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nearly 40,000; metal groups, 20,000, and paper 
and printing group, 20,000. The percentage 
decreases are, however, headed by agriculture, 
17, followed in order by mining and quarrying, 
14; building laborers, 13; furnishing, 12; road 
transport and docks, 10; and paper and print- 
ing, 10. The most notable increase was that 
in the water transport group, which gained 
11,000 members,sor 13 per cent of. its 1925 
membership. A curious fact, illustrative of 
the more conservative trend of woman’s men- 
tality, is that while the total male member- 
ship of all groups showed a decrease of 5.7 per 
cent, the total female membership showed a 
decrease of only 2.8 per cent. 

Many causes, of course, conspired to produce 
this poor showing of the British trade unions. 
Foremost among them was doubtless the wide- 
spread dissatisfaction and disgruntlement pro- 
duced by the fiasco of the general strike and 
the coal strike. Then, again, the apparently 
successful capture of some of the trade unions 
by the communistic element tended to drive 
out the members of more staid, stable and 
patriotic views. Emigration was also a con- 
tributing cause. It must not, however, be 
supposed that trade unionism in Britain is a 
spent force. It has reeled a little under heavy 
blows, and it is for the time being somewhat 
apathetic, but, under slight stimulus, it will 
recover its losses, and become as powerful as 
ever in its influence on legislation and in 
public affairs. 


FILLING STATIONS. 


The United States Chamber of Commerce re- 
cently conducted a survey for the purpose of 
ascertaining the proportionate number of fill- 
ing stations to the number of cars owned 
throughout the country. The result of the in- 
vestigation indicates that throughout the 
United States the average of cars to a station 
is 80 to 1, while in some sections there are 
found to be 1 station for every 50 cars. 

In this estimate are included the filling sta- 
tions used as side-lines by farmers and village 
storekeepers, but even with those eliminated 
there would appear to be altogether too many 


f these conveniences to promise any return of 


profit on the investment. In some cities valu- 
able real estate in the most prominent sections 
is improved by buildings so ornate as to create 
the impression that they are places of enter- 
tainment instead of shops for the sale of gaso- 
line and oil. Where these stations are main- 
tained by the big oil companies they may 
bring financial returns satisfactory to their 
owners, but the individual who invests his 
capital in one of these establishments fre- 
quently learns that his supposed assets are 
really liabilities. 

In the District of Columbia there are 455 
filling stations, while the number of cars 
licensed this year reached a total of 129,245, or 
approximately 300 potential customers for each 
station. The average consumption of gas per 
car is around ten gallons per week, and the 
profit to the retailer is about 3 cents per gallon. 
From this it will be seen that the average 
small filling station is not a Golconda for the 
owner. 


INADEQUATE MERGER PLANS. 


The Hansel plan for merging of local trans- 
portation properties, although appearing to be 
the most comprehensive thus far submitted, is 
disappointing. In many details it is lacking. 
Although assurance was given verbally by its 
proponents that the present rates of fare would 
be continued should the scheme be adopted, no 
definite provision is made for establishment of 
either rate base or guaranteed rate of return 
thereon. 

The consolidated company, under the Hansel] 
plan, would be an actual operating, rather than 
a mere holding, corporation. Ownership ulti- 
mately would be vested in the public, the com- 
pany and its employes. A comprehensive sug- 
gestion for rerouting of existing lines is de- 
tailed; the use of one-man cars would be ex- 
tended; after the consolidation had been ef- 
fected and the new company was functioning 
smoothly, it would extend its control to bus and 
interurban lines, and even taxicabs. The 
Hansel plan makes no secret of the fact that 
it parallels closely the ‘‘Mitten management’’ 
scheme under which are operated the trans- 
portation facilities of Philadelphia. 

Two other merger plans have been submitted 
to the public, one originated by Harley P. Wil- 
son, owner of the Washington ‘Rapid Transit 


"Co.; the other drawn up by B. M. Bachman, 


chief accountant of the Public Utilities Com- 
mission. Neither of these appears to be any 
more satisfactory than the Hansel proposal. By 
combining the best features of each a com- 
promise scheme might be drafted, under which 


‘merger could be consummated. This, however, 


does not seem probable at present. The problem 
is so complicated and the three plans submitted 
are so inadequate that it appears more certain 
than ever that merger of the local transporta- 
tion properties must be postponed. 


A PRISON FOR ONE MAN. 


It is not often that a State or a government 
considers it necessary to erect a speciai build- 
ing for the accommodation of one man. Not 
in ancient or modern history is there a record 
of the building of such a structure. Yet that 
is what the Department of Justice may have to 
do in order to execute the sentence imposed 


upon Edward Payson, who must be confined in | 


prison for ten years, if the mandate of the 
Louisiana court is to be carried out. 

Payson is a leper. He had been an inmate 
of the leper colony in Louisiana for some years, 
and in August last got into a dispute with a fel- 
low inmate in which the latter was killed. 
Payson was indicted for murder in the first 
degree. He confessed his guilt and on Novem- 


| ber 14 was sentenced to ten years in a peniten- 


tiary. But there is no penitentiary in any 
State that will consent to receive him. Nor 
can he be confined in one of the Federal penal 
institutions. 

There are leper colonies in Porto Rico, ih 
the Philippines and in Hawaii, but in no one 
of them is there a prison. The Department of 
Justice and the Public Health Service have 
been in consultation in the hope of finding a 
way out of the difficulty, but none has been 
discovered. It therefore appears that the only 
means of executing the sentence of the court is 
by building a prison for Payson, and this will 
be done; provided that the cost of such a build- 


ing can be charged to the appropriation for the 


maintenance of Federal prisons. 

If this plan is followed there will be a chance 
to purchase a very nice little prison at a very 
low cost at the end of ten years, unless in the

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ONGWORTH WARNS 
OF PERILOUS ISSUES 
AT MINE CONGRESS 


Doom Awaits U. S. When 
Parties Split on Re- 
ligion, He Says. 


SEES DANGER IN RACIAL 
OR SECTIONAL FIGHTS 


Nation Intact Because Ques- 
tions Have Been Economic, 
He Declares. 


Doom awaits the American republic 
when its political parties divide on re- 
ligious, racial or sectional issues, Nich- 
Olas Longworth, Speaker of the House 
of Representatives, told members of the 
American Mining Congress at its an- 
nual banquet last night in the May- 
flower Hotel. 

Longworth warned his hearers, and 
the radio audience which listened to 
him over station WMAL, that when the 
Nation’s political parties oppose each 
other on issues.such as these “the be- 
ginning of the republic’s downfall” 
shall have come. 

The only reason the country has sur- 
vived so far along the lines laid down 
by its founders, he said, is because 
the political parties have been content 
to mold their issues on questions of 


,economic policy rather than on pas- 


sion. 

He pointed to the conditions in Eu- 
ropean states as examples of what is 
brought about by division on matters of 
geography, race, and religion, and plead- 
ed for the perpetuation of the Nation 
along those conceptions that first gave 
it life. 


Trend Away From Popular Government. 


The trend of nearly every European 
country since the World War, he said, 
has been away from popular government 
and toward either dictatorship or Bol- 
shevism., 

Speaker Longworth was introduced by 
G. A. O’Reilly, of New York, who was 
toastmaster. The Rev.-Ulysses G. B. 
Pierce, pastor of All Souls’ Unitarian 
Church, delivered the invocation. 

Formation of still greater industrial 
corporations and more consolidations 
will follow the sympathetic “clarifica- 
tion” of the antitrust laws by the Su- 
preme. Court and their broad adminis- 
tration by the Department of Justice, 
Gilbert H. Montague, New York attor- 
ney, predicted at the afternoon session. 

He said: ‘Never in the history of the 
antitrust laws has their interpetation 
by the Supreme Court and their ad- 
ministration by the Government been 
so sympathetic to the present and fu- 
ture needs of American business as 
now.” 

Montague explained that the Gov- 
ernment, the courts, business and the 
public “Shave at last come to appreciate 
the social benefits that flow from mass 
production.” He declared that, as a 
result, the purchasing power of the 
Nation had been increased, manufac- 
turing and distributing costs had been 
reduced, and wages and living condi- 
tions had attained higher standards.

Army Air Commissions Go 
Begging, Davison Reports 


The United States Air Service Corps 
has plenty of commissions to offer, but 
can find no one to take them, accord- 
ing to the first annual report of F. 
Trubee Davison, Assistant Secretary of 
War for Aviation, made public yester- 
day. 

This shortage in lack of commissioned 
personnel is caused by two reasons. 
First, fewer officers in other branches 
of the service have applied for transfer 
than was expected. The reason given 
is because of the post-war promotion 
blockade and its effect on morale. How- 
ever, many officers in other branches 
who do seek transfer to the Air Corps 
fail because of their inability to pass 
the rigid physical examination and their 
failure to complete the course in flying 
training, sometimes due to their age. 

A second reason given for shortage 
of adequate personnel is the lack of 
applications made for commissions in 
the air servece by civilians who are 
graduates of technical civil institutions. 

The War Department has appointed a 
board of officers to study these condi- 
tions with a view to correct them, but 
Davison defers recommendations on the 
subject pending consideration of its re- 
port. He states, however, that the 
situation is serious and every effort 
should be made to find a solution at the 
earliest date. 

Another matter that affords the As- 
sistant Secretary much thought is 
what to do with officers in the air 
service after they have reached the 
“flying age.”

NATIONAL DEFENSE 
PROCUREMENT BOARD 
URGED BY MACNIDER 


Would Determine on War- 
Time Munitions Needs and 
Plan Preparedness. 


APPOINTMENT WOULD 
BE BY THE PRESIDENT 


Asks for Additional Money 
for the Replacement of 
Reserve Stocks. 


Reporting the year’s progress on pro- 
curement plans for a national defense 
emergency, Assistant Secretary cf War 
MacNider, entrusted with this func- 
tion, recommends appointemnt by the 
President of a board to determine war- 
time munitions needs and prepare a 
project for placing the Army in a state 
of material preparedness. 

Funds for replacement of war re- 
serves have been inadequate to main- 
tain stocks at proper levels, he insists, 
and additional money should be allot- 
ted for this purpose. Procurement per- 
sonnel is extremely small, acute short- 
ages exist in ordnance department and 
Air Corps, and these should be in- 
creased by 60 and 50 officers, respec- 
tively. 

Assuring his superior that more has 
been accomplished in supervision of 
current procurement by his office dur- 
ing the last year than for any previ- 
ous like period, Assistant Secretary of 
War MacNider states that, although 
progress is considered entirely satisfac- 
tory, procurement of supplies for the 
Army can be made much more effi- 
cient, four opportunities for improve- 
ment presenting themselves. 


Would Aid on Budget. 


“A line of demarkation will more 
clearly define the responsibilities of his 
office with respect to the preparation 
of the budget. Studies of this subject 
are now being made, and it is hoped 
that a definite percentage of each year’s 
appropriations for the War Department 
can be set aside for the carrying on of 
the functions of his office,” he states. 

“Section 9, mnatioz.al defense act, 
should be amended to allow each sup- 
ply branch to purchase those items of 
general supplies which in the opinion 
of the Assistant Secretary of War can 
be obtained more efficiently by that 
branch. His office will continue to re- 
quire such consolidation of require- 
ments in all cases where centralized 
procurement will result in efficiency. 

“Study of individual items- of gen- 
eral supplies in order to determine 
whether they should be purchased cen- 
trally, regionally or locally, should be 
accelerated, so as to obtain maximum 
savings in their procurement. 

“Graduates of schools of business ad- 
ministration shou'd, in so far as is 
practicable, be assigned +> procurement 
duties, it being firmly believed that in 
the case Of supply branches the selec- 
tion of purchasing officers almost in- 
variably determines the amount of 
economies which can be effected by 
those branches, and utilizaiton of these 
graduates in this capacity should amply 
repay the Government for the expense 
of their education.” 

During the year preparation of plans 
for procuring supplies reached a state 
where it was clear that for many essen- 
tial items the requirements exceeded 
the possible supply. The chief of staff 
was informed of this, and an adjust- 
ment plan is in process wherein re- 
quirements can be met from reserves 
until production is attaine”

Which finesse should be 
tried is little better than a guess; but 
if the second trick show that West has 
five or six Clubs, East is apt to have 
more Hearts and Diamonds than West; 
and consequently more apt to have the 
King of either suit. For that reason 
in that case (especially if West has six 
Clubs) there is a slight preference in 
favor of trying the Heart finesse up to 
West rather than the Diamond finesse 
up to East. Before trying the finesse, 
Declarer should “cash” the Ace of 
Spades and then put Dummy in with 
the Queen (Declarer retaining command 
of the Spade suit by keeping the King); 
then he should try the finesse by lead- 
ing the Heart Jack from Dummy. If 
East play a small Heart, Closed Hand 
should play the Ten of Hearts so that, 
if the finesse win, Declarer can lead 
the Nine of Hearts next from Dummy; 
and East still playing small, underplay 
it with the Eight, thus getting three 
Heart finesses which will give him the 
requisite four Heart tricks.

It is the plan of Chairman Green to 
place the measure in the bill hopper 
as soon as the House has organized for | 
business Monday. Under procedure, it 
will be referred to the committee, which 
has been called by the chairman to) 
meet Tuesday to approve formally the | 
work it has just completed. 

No changes were made yesterday in 
major provisions which had been ap- | 
proved more than a week ago. Among) 
the more important changes in rates | 
proposed in the measure are the fol- | 
lowing: 


Details in Reductions. 


Reduction of the tax rate on corpo- | 
ration incomes from 13!2 to 112 per 
cent; reduction from 3 to 114 per cent 
ijn the sales tax of automobiles: cut- 
ting in half of the tax on club dues; 
increase from 75 cents to $1 in the ex- 
emption from tax on admission tick- 
ets, and increase from $2,000 to $3,000 
in the @xemption granted domestic cor- 
porations with incomes not exceeding 
$25,000. 

The reduction in the corporation | 
rate would apply to tax payments due | 
next March, while other reductions 
would become effective 30 days after 
enactment of the bill into law. 

The measure does not authorize re- | 
peal of the Federal inheritance tax as | 
recommended by the Treasury, and calls 
for a total tax reduction of about $11,- 
€90,000 in excess of the maximum fa- 
vored by Secretary Mellon.

It was true that they had been work- 
ing secretly in favor of those opposed 
to the regime of Stalin.

Increase in Failures Reported. 


November failure returns reflect di- 
verse influences operative in the aue- 
tumn season, according to Bradstreet’s.

CORES FLEE BUILDING 
IN SCANTY NIGHTWEAR 


‘hree Alarms Are Sounded as 
Flames Threaten Octavia; 
Damage Is $8,000. 


A stubborn fire which necessitated 
-he sounding of three alarms, wrought 
damage of $8,000 to the Octavia apart- 
ment building at 1669 Columbia road 
northwest, early yesterday. Two fire- 
men and a taxicab driver were injured 
when a fire hose cart, en route to the 
fire, crashed with a taxicab at Sixteenth 
and U streets northwest. 

The blaze originated in a pile of awn- 
ings near a basement air shaft and, 
fanned by a strong draft, the flames 
climbed to the roof. Nearly a score of 
occupants of the building, scantily at- 
tired in all degrees of nightwear, were 
sent scurrying in a rainstorm to the 
street and safety. 

Lieut. Edward McNerhany, 49 years 
old, of 326 Fourth street southeast, and 
Private Morris Kane, 26 years old, 2905 
Otis street northeast, both attached to 
No. 7 Engine Company, and David 
Robertson, colored, 28 years old, 123 
New York avenue northwest, were the 
injured iu the crash at U street. 


Hose Cart Climbs to Sidewalk. 


With siren screaming, the hose cart 
was being driven speedily along Six- 
teenth street when the taxicab drove 
into the intersection from U stree.. The 
hose cart was knocked upon the side- 
walk between two trees and badly dam- 
aged. The cab was wrecked. Private 
George Dickinson drove the hose cart. 

The injured were taken to Emergency 
Hospital. Lieut McNerhany suffered a 
sprained right shoulder and a fractured 
wrist, Kane suffered a broken rib. 
Robertson was treated for a sprained 
left shoulder. 

Robert Lewis, colored janitor of the 
apartment, discovered the fire shortly 
before 7 o’clock. He attempted to 
sound the alarm by breaking the glass 
in several of the fire boxes on the 
walls, but each failed to sound. An 
inspection later showed that the house 
alarm system worked by dry-cell bat- 
teries, which are believed to have 
failed. 

Warns Tenants to Leave. 


The janitor then telephoned for the 
fire apparatus and notified the apart- 
residents over the telephone 
switchboard. The three alarms were 
sounded in quick succession following 
the arrival of the first group of en- 
gines. George Tennille, also an em- 
ploye of the apartment house, aided 
Lewis in spreading the warning. 

The apartments of Dr. James Taylor 
McClenahan and M. A. Robinson, 
which are located on the fourth floor 
near the air shaft, suffered the great- 
est damage. Several other apartments 
were damaged by water. 

The fire escapes were utilized by 
dozens in the escape from the smoke- 
filled building. Residents of the Cal- 
vert Apartments, across the street, 
formed an impromptu relief station in 
that building. 

Fire Marshal Sieb declared that the 
damage to the building would not ex- 
ceed $8,000. He set $5,000 as the ex- 
tent of damage to the interior of the 
building and .$3,000 to the roof.

Representative J. Earl Major, of Ill., 
who with his wife and 10-year-old 
daughter Jean were injured last Satur- 
day night when the automobile he 
was operating crashed into a brick wall 
over the Monocacy River Bridge near 
Frederick, Md., was released from the 
Frederick Hospital yesterday. Mr. Ma- 
jor was injured about the chest and 
face. 

Mrs, Major was brought to Washing- 
ton last Sunday and treated at the 
Emergency Hospital for a broken left 
leg. Her daughter Jean was knocked 
unconscious in the crash and suffered 
head cuts and bruises. Another daugh- 
ter, Mildred, 8 years old, was uninjured 
in the crash.

COVELL FAVORS olMPLE 
TRACTION MERGER PLAN 


Declares Preliminary Struggle 
for Advantageous Terms 
Is Not Necessary. 


CHILDRESS GIVES VIEWS 


Maj. W. E. R. Covell, Acting Engineer 
Commissioner, yesterday expressed it as 
his private view that all three of the 
pending merger plans embraced too 
much detail. 

“All that it is necessary to do to 


have a merger,” he said, “is for the 
companies to get. together and merge. 
None of this preliminary struggle for 
advantageous terms is at all necessary. 
The companies have to merge. It is 
suicidal for them not to. Public opinion 
is in favor of merger. 

“It may be for the advantage of own- 
ers of the companies to utilize the 
universal desire for a merger to obtain 
new concessions for themselves before 
consenting to merge. But it is not to 
the public interest. There are generous 
rewards in simple immediate merger 
without any fancy frills. These, how- 
ever, are only my private views. I have 
no function to perform in connection 
with it.” 

John W. Childress, chairman of the 
Public Utilities Commission, indicated 
that he is impressed by the Wilson plan, 
now pending before the commission.

HEALTH HEAD PLANS 
ADEQUATE HEAT BILL 


Fowler Seeks Law to Compel 
Landiords to Furnish 
Proper Amount. 


A law to compel landlords to furnish 
tenants with adequate heat will be 
sought of Congress by Dr. William C.

BILL SEEKS BLUE-GRRY 
REUNION (IN WAOHIAGTON 


Revresentative Howard Would 
Have Congress Pay Fares 
of Veterans. 


SENATOR NORRIS TO HELP 


A last grand reunion of Civil War 
veterans—both of the blue and the 
gray—will be held in Washington in 
1928 if Congress passes a bill which 
will be introduced Monday by Repre- 
sentative Howard, of Nebraska. 

Under the terms of the bill Congress 
would appropriate sufficient money to 
pay the railroad fare and other ex- 
penses of the Confederate and Union 
veterans. 

President Coolidge would head the 
committee on arrangements, which 
also include Gen. John J. Pershing, 
the governors of all the States and 
anybody else the President might des- 
ignate. 

Senator Norris, of Nebraska, who lost 
a brother in the Civil War, will intro- 
duce the same bill in the Senate. 

The last grand reunion of the blue 
and the gray was held ten years ago 
in Vicksburg, Miss. On that occasion 
less than 20 per. cent of all veterans 
were able to attend, the others being 
too feeble to brave the trip. 

The father of the idea of having the 
veterans come here next year, Repre- 
sentative Howard said, is L. D. Rich- 
ards, of Freemont, Nebr., who enlisted 
from Vermont with the Union forces. 

“It is a wonderful idea,’ Represen- 
tative Howard said. “‘There-are only a 
few of the old fellows left, and it would 
be a way of showing our appreciation 
of them. With the exception of a few 
who served as drummer boys, the vet- 
erans now are all past 80, and pretty 
soon it will be too late for a reunion. 

“How much will it cost? I don’t 
know, and I don’t care. In my opinion, 
dollars shouldn’t stand in the way of 
a thing like this.”

GAULT 3 DIOMISSAL HELD 
ULUSED CAE AT TECH 


Strike Rumors of Company C 
Members Discounted by 
school Officials. 


BALLOU BACKS ACTION 


Public school officials consider the 
dismissal of Fred C. Stelzer, jr., as cap- 
tain of Company C of the Technical 
High School cadet battalion on charges 
of insubordination as a closed incident 
and discount rumors going the rounds 


that cadets at Technical High School 
will “strike” unless Cadet Stelzer is 
restored to his former command. 

Although members of Company C 
have informed their deposed leader they 
will “stick” with him, school officials 
pointed out yesterday they fear no gen- 
eral “strike” of cadets, adding that 
military training is not compulsory in 
the high schools anyway. 

Superintendent of Schools Dr. Frank 
W. Ballou said yesterday he had carried 
out his promise to the boy’s father, 
Fred C. Stelzer, sr., to investigate fully 
the charges preferred against Capt. 
Stelzer and as he believes the charges 
substantiated, will back up the action 
of the military committee of the high 
schools who suggested the boy’s dis- 
missal. 

School officials pointed to several 
cases similar to that of Cadet Stelzer, 
during the past, as precedents. Capt. 
Stelzer, who was relieved of his com- 
mand and banned from further par- 
ticipation in cadet activities, was 
charged with having failed to answer 
an order for a meeting of company 
commanders, and also with having 
formed his company for drill in the 
school’s lunchroom, which is contrary 
to rules. 

Adherence to the announced inten- 
tions of the caédet’s father to make a 
court case out of his son’s dismissal 
would be detrimental to any chance 
young Stelzer has of being reinstated in 
the cadet corps, school officials said. 
The best thing the boy can do is to 
take his medicine, as Dr. Ballou put it, 
and seek reinstatement February 1, 
when the cadet year begins. 

There is a possibility, school officers 
said, that Cadet Stelzer would be given 
command of one of the “rookie” com- 
panies to be formed February 1, pro- 
viding, of course, he made application 
for reinstatement and his conduct be- 
tween now and February 1 warranted 
such action.

NEW CONDEMNATION 
RULES, AIM OF BILL 


Zihlman’s Measure Calls for 
a Single Justice to 
Make Awards. 


A bill proposing several changes in 
the methods of condemning land for 
the Federal Government in this city 
was made public yesterday by Repre- 
sentative Zihlman, of Maryland, chair- 
man of the House District committee. 

It provides for the appointment of an 
additional justice of the District Su- 
preme Court and provides that he alone, 
without a jury, may view the property 
to be condemned, hear the evidence 
and make the award. However, on the 
request of any party, a jury of three 
will be appointed to perform these 
functions. 

It further provides that a condemna- 
tion case shall proceed as a trial at law, 
with the justice presiding at the case, 
proceeding from day to day, until com- 
pleted. At present the evidence is heard 
by three commissioners without the aid 
of a judge This, it is pointed out by 
Zihlman, results in frequent delays be- 
cause of arguments over points of law. 
Another provision of the blll would 
bar real estate men from serving on the 
condemnation jury.

Three of the six passenger car models 
are being shown and one commercial 
truck model. The new Ford sport 
coupe, the tudor sedan and the phae- 
ton are the models now on display. 

In the line, which moved at a rate 
of about 2,100 people an hour for six- 
teen consecutive hours, were seen all 
walks of life. United States senators, 
foreign diplomats, the District Com- 
missioners, courthouse officials, prac- 
tically the entire personnel of the 
United States marshal’s office, book- 
keepers, clerks, market men in white 
aprons, laborers, housewives, chauf- 
feurs and school children all entered 
eager-eyed for their first glimpse of the 
new Ford. 


Senators Join Crowd. 


Senator James Couzens, of Michigan, 
former large stockholder in the Ford 
Motor Co.; Senator Lynn J. Frazier, of 
North Dakota, and Senator Smith 
Brookhart, of Iowa, were among those 
seen in the line. 

Ambassador and Mrs. Don Miguel

Four policemen from the First Pre- 
cinct were detailed during the entire 
day to keep the line moving, and sales- 
men inside hustled the crowd along, so 
that few had an opportunity to closely 
inspect the new models.

64,000 Ordered in London. 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

London, Dec. 2.—Henry Ford today 
issued a £50,000,000 challenge to the 
Britisn automobile manufacturers when 
more than the Manchester plant’s con- 
templated annual output was sold 
within seven hours. Imbued with Brite 
ish conservatism, the English Ford Car 
Co. whispered that they would pro- 
duce between 50,000 and 60,000 cars 
of the new type annually, but at 4 
o’clock this afternoon the salesmen at 
the motor industries exhibition, at Hole 
land Park Hall here, scld 64,000 cars, 
of which 16,000 were booked for imme- 
diate delivery. 

There is nothing revolutionary about 
the new Ford, except as a Ford. Since 
the new engine is rated at 14.9 horse- 
power, the British tax is, therefore, £15 
annually. but the power plant devel- 
Ops 28 horsepower at speed. There- 
fore, owners of the new Ford will save 
£8 annually on the tax, at the same 
time having a machine of higher power. 

Outwardly the British variation fole 
lows the conventional lines of the 
American car, but inwardly it is adapte- 
ed to the different conditions prevail--« 
ing here.
